THE EX-SPEAKER SAYS THE SECRETARY 


Will Not Be a Candidate for the 
Nomination, 


BUT WILL GIVE WAY TO HARRISON, 


Tammany Does Not Want Any ofthe Of- 
fices in the House—The Free 
Coinage Question. 


WasuinGton, December 17.—[Special.]— 
Blaine will not be a candidate for the repub- 
lican presidential noniination. That seems 
definitely settled, his friends and admirers to 
the contrary. 

Ex-Speaker Reed is authority for this state- 
ment. Mr. Reed in talking with a party of his 
republican friends yesterday said: 

‘‘Mr. Blaine has no idea of entering the con- 
test against Mr. Harrison. Itis not the time 
for him to speak out now and I presume he 
will remain silent and allow his admirers to 
boom him to their hearts’ content, but within 
afew months, at the proper time, I have no 
doubt but that Mr. Blaine will speak out in an 
open letter in favor of Mr. Harrison’s renomi- 
pation.” 

This would seem to settle the matter, though 
itis known that the “‘man from Maine’ and 
the ex-speaker are not as intimate as they 
might be Had Blame intended to become a 
cand date he would have resigned from the 
cabinet last summer. during his illness. 
That would have been asplendid pretext. 
Now itis known that he will remain in the 
cabinet just so long as his health will permit, 
and continue to hammer away upon his reci- 
procity schemes. Reciprocity is Blaine’s hobby 
now. 

About Free Coinage. 


Although talk about the personnel of the . eighth 
Ways and means committee in the house has | 


overshadowed that of other committees re- | 


cently, the composition of the committee on 
coinage weights and meusures is now coming 
in for its share of discussion. 

Itis not so sure that Mr. Bland will be 
chairman of that committee, .but it is a settled 
fact that it will be distinctively a free coinage 
com mittee. 

The best opinion among the party leaders is 
that while an absolute free coinage bill would 
pass both houses, the president would probably 
veto it and it might Injufe the party to some 
extent in the campaign. Under these circum 
stances it is claimed the wisest plan to passa 
measure providing for the free coinage of 
Aftnerican silver. The president has stated 
that he would sign this. Such a law would 
give material relief and would strengthen the 
democratic party fn the west and in the entire 
country. 

It would provide for asystem of checks at 
the mines’ which would prevent foreign silver 
being run in upon thé mints as domestic. It 
would increase the coinage of silver largely 
overthe present law, forunder the new law 
ail Ameriean, silver would go te the minis, 
while the foreign produgt would go into the 
arts and mAnufaciures. 

A large majerity of the party would prefer 
free and unlimited coinage, but under all exist- 
ing crcumstances it ts highly probable that 
the American product plan will become a law 
very early in this session. After the election 
wiil be sufficient time to consider the other. 

Tammany’s Way. 

The story has been going the rounds for a 
wee or more that Tanimany hail was going 
bo claim a majority of offices under the door- 
keepers of the house, and naturally there has 
been much anxiety among the other members 
about patronage. The absurd rumor was, 
however, set at rest yesterday when one of the 
New York men exhibited a letter from Chief 
Croker, of Taimmeny, ordering the New York 
members to ask for nothing whatever under 
Iceman Turner, the doorkeeper. Turner him- 
self was ordered toshutthe New York dele- 
gation out entirely, and give the offices to the 
other members. There are fully a_ thousand 
ee from New York, bat all will get 

eft. 

It was a wise move, too. Theimpression has 
been created that Tammany gobbles up every- 
thing itcan getitshands upon. ‘Thissets that 
at rest and will make Taminany more popular 
than ever with democrats froin all sections. 
Tammany controls New York. and New York 
Wants toname the next democratic nominee 
for president. Had that organization gobbled 
up offices here it wouid have made enemies. 
As it is, the ‘democrats from other sections 
recognize its leaders to be practical politicians.

The Texas Senatorship. 

The Texas congressmen here are discussing 
nothing now but the senatorial fight. Today 
telegrams came announcing that instead of a 
three-cornered affair there would bé tive can- 
didates.

Congressman Sayers, an ex-governor of the 
State, says the strength of each of the five can- 
didates is very nearly equal and that if the 
contest is decided in twenty ballots he will be 
surprised. Chilton and Culberson are be- 
lieved to be slightly stronger than the others, 
butitis not atall improbable that a compro- 
mise candidate might be elected after all. 

Will Make Them Act Prompily. 

The president is getting tired of waiting on 
Some of the countries that are taking ad- 
vantage of the reciprocity clause of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff law without returning the favor 
by agreeing toa reciprocity treaty. He has, 
therefore, decided to issue a proclamation 
within a few days restoring the duties on 
sugar, coffee, teas and molasses from countries 
that have not negotiated reciprocity treaties 
with our government. 

The only countries that have concluded 
treaties and, therefore, will not be included in 
the | proclamation, are Brazil, Cuva, Porto 
Rico, San Domingo and the British West 
Indies. Germany will probably ratify her 
treaty on February 7th, when the riechstag 
meets, but antil that time the duty will be re- 
imposed upon German beet sugar, which is 
now coming in free, 

Appointed Democratic Judges. 

The president in making his appointments 
of circuit court judges yesterday, it will be 
noted, named two democrats. Both are in 
northern circuits, Dallas, of Pennsylvania, is 
one, and Putnam, of Maine, another. It will 
also be noted that he did not name judges for 
the fifth, eigthth and ninth circuits. The fifth 
circuit comprises Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, and the 
takes in Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Kansas and the territories. 

The president was urged to appoint demo- 
crats in the tifth and eighth. It was the fifth 
that Judge Culberson was so strongly endorsed 
for. But Mr. Harrison discovered that were 
he to appoint democratic judges in these two 
districts, the courts in them would be demo- 
cratic. He frankly made this statement to 
Judge Culberson as his reason for not appoint- 
ing him. Mr. Harrison did not appoint men 
to these places yesterday because he is experi- 
encing great ditiiculty in finding proper and 
qualitied republicans for them. Nuimbers of 
names have been suggested to him, among them 
Judge Emory Speer, of Georgia, but the presi- 
dent has not yet been able to tind just the men 
to suit. He will, however, have to discover 
them very soon and, whoever they be, it is cer- 
tain they will be republicans, 

A Georgian Will Get It. 

Since Judge Culberson’s declination of the 
interstate commerce commissionership, the 
fight has opened anew. A half.dozen members 
of congress were at the white house today, 
urging ex-Congressman Judson Ciements’s 
name. Colonel Tom Glenn’s friends are like- 
wise urging him, and delegations from nearly 
every southern state were at the white house, 
urging their friends, It isthe prevailing opin- 
ion that the new commissioner will hail from 
jeorgia. The president told Mr. Caruth, of 
Kentucky, today, that he could not appoint a 
Kentuckian, for he had already decided upon 
aman further south. Mr. Clements’s friends 
say this means him. But that is not asure 
thing, though itis quite sure thatit will be 
either Clements or Glenn.

Baton Rovag, La., December 17.—In the 
democratic primary held in this state for de'e- 
gates to the democratic convention there were 
two tickets, one favoring the nomination of 
Judge 8S.

LEAVING HIS WIFE AND CHILDREN. 


Suspected.of Having Poisoned the 
Girl’s Father 


IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT HIS SCHEME. 


Another Horrible Story of Crime—The 
Tragedies of Yesterday Through- 
out the Country Detailed, - 


RALEIan, N. C., Decembe? 17.—[Special.] 
There isa great sensation in Chatham and 
Wake counties by reason of the elopement of 
Dr. John S. Stone and Vallie Weathers, of 
Chatham. Stone deserts his wife and thirteen 
children, leaving them nearly destitute. Miss 
Weuthers isa handsome woman of twenty- 
four, a daughter of the late M. R. Weathers. 
Over two years ago Weathers fell dead in his 
yard. He was wealthy and it was the day set 
for his second marriage. He was hitching his 
horse to his buggy to go after his bride when 
death struck him. 

A Charge of Poisoning. 

It was charged at the time that Dr. Stone, 
the family physician, had poisoned Weathers, 
and that Stone and Vallie Weathers were im- 
properly intimate. 

An inquest was held, but there was no posi- 
tive proof against Stone, who published a card 
denying his guilt. 

But things have sinee happened which lead 
the people to believe that he was guilty. His 
conduct and that of the Weathers woman be- 
came notorious, and last year he was sent to 
jail for twelve- months, the judge declaring 
the case the most outrageous he had ever 
known. It was stated to Governor Fowle that 
Stone was dying of consumption and for this 
reason he was pardoned after three months’ 
stay in jail. 

Took the Girl Away. 

He renewed his intimacy with the girl, but, 
fearing the people, left. A few days ago he 
came back secretly after the girl and carried 
her away. Both families are respectable and 
extensively known. 

Another Doctor in Trouble. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 17.—Dr. A. 
B. Small, a popular young physician of Attalla, 
is in trouble over an indiscretion. Mrs. Prouty, 
of Gadsden, has a baby, of which she alleges 
Dr. Small is the father. Her husband died 
several months ago, after having lived apart 
from her for a considerable time. She has 
threatened to sue him, and finally last week 
he took the child to Baton Rouge to place it in 
aconvent. The woman followed him and had 
him arrested, but they fixed it up and left the 
baby with a nurse in New Orleans. They then 
took the train for Attalla, and when it arrived 
here Mrs. Prouty got off, procured a_police- 
man in the depot and had the doctor dragged 
out of the sleeper.an a charge of kidnaping her 
child.

Meeting of the Commission at Athens 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


FULLY DISCUSSED, 


THE QUESTION 


Necessity for a State Institution to Prepare 
Teachers— Views of Eminent Ed- 
ucators on the Subject. 


ATHENS, Ga., December 17.—[Special.]— 
The commission for the state normal school of 


Georgia met this afternoon at 4 o’clock in the 


oftice of the chancellor of the university. 
After a preliminary organization the commis- 
sion met with the faculty of the university to 
discuss the question. The ‘commission con- 
sists of State School Commissioner S. D. 
Bradwel!, chairman; Chancellor W. E. Boggs, 
Professor Lawton Evans, of Augusta; Pro- 
fessor W. H. Baker, of Savannah, and Dr. A. 
J. Battle, of Rome. 

Messrs. Battle and Evans were not present 
at the meeting. Captain Bradwell outlined 
the nature of the normal school and Chancellor 
W. E. Boggs followed in a 
short talk, in which he_ said that ‘the 
present income was insufficient to hire 
teachers and that the university was ready to 
extend the use of its lecture rooms, labora- 
tories and library to the normal school, and 
that any aid it could render through the ser- 
vice of its professors would be readily given. 

Each professor nade remarks and offered his 
service to the normal school. Professor Bar- 
row, of the chair of mathematics, explained 
the necessity of such a school in Georgia by 
showing that there are boys in college now 
whocame herein September and who will 
teach three or four months and come back to 
the university again. Why not givethem the 
facilities of a normal school while here. 

Captain Bradwell stated that in making ap- 
pointments for the eleven vacancies in Geor- 
gia scholarships at the Peabody norinal school 
in Nashville, over two hundred applications 
were received from all over Georgia, and that 
the time was ripe for the movement. 

The commission and members of the faculty 
were entertained at tea by Dr. and’ Mrs. 
Boggs, and tomorrow morning will visit Rock 
college and see what can be done in the way of 
repairs and then resolve what will be done, 
Tomorrow's work will tell more clearly the 
basis upon which the Georgia normal school 
is to be founded. 


A BOOMING YEAR. 


What Has Been Accomplished in Carrollton 
in Twelve Months. 

CARROLLTON, Ga., December 17.—[Special.] 
The year that will soon close has been a boom- 
ing year for Carrollton—more so than any 
other year in the history of the town, and that 
in the face ofa year that has been denomi- 
nated and will be called in years tocome, ‘‘a 
hard year.”’ 

The census of 


1890 showed Carroll- 
ton as having a population of 1,450, 
This census was made in June, 1890, 
Since that time, justa year and a half ago, 
the town has increased in population nearly 
100 per cent, having at least 2,500 peopie in 
the town. This great influx of people has 
brought with it new business enterprises. The 
number of mercantile stores has nearly 
doubled within this time and new 
buildings are going up at the rate of over 
a hundred a year. The new enterprises and 
new buildings for last year footed up some- 
thing over a hundred thousand and that figure 
will be reached this year. 

The cotton receipts last year were about 
twenty thousand bales, and the receipts this 
year will be more than that, which is a fine 
showing, taking into consideration the fact 
that it is short. 

The population of Carroll county when 
taken in June, 1890, was 22,301, and about 
20,000 of these are white people. Carroll 
county has a larger white population than any 
county in Georgia, excepting such counties as 
have large cities in them. 

The advantage this large white population 
gives the county and Carrollton is one that few 
towns enjoy—that of thousands of small and 
prosperous white fariners.

They Can Get Their Pensions. 


Macon, Ga., December 17.--(Special.}~—The 
question is being constantly asked ‘‘when will 
the confederate widows receive their money ?” 
Ordinary C. M. Wiley received the following 
letter today which contains some interesting 
information on the subject: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXECUTIVE inet Speer 
—ATLANTA, Ga., December 15, 1891.—Hon. ©. M. 
Wiley, Macon, Ga. Dear Sir: Replying “ey your 
inquiry about payment of the pensions due to the 
widows, I can only say that we hope to be reatly to 
begin the payments by the Ist of February next. 
The act appropriating the needed amount directs 
that the payments must not commence ‘until the 
state treasury is in funds” from this year’s taxes. 
The state treasurer reports that the tax collectors 
are not forwarding funds to the treasury 2s fast as 
in former years. Scarcely any money came in last 
month. The collectors are allowed until the 2uth 
of December to collect, and they cannot force the 
payment of taxes unti! that date. The law also 
requires the collectors to pay the first money 
to the schovol authorities, and as arule the state 
is not settied with until all the collections which 

can be made have been made. 

As it will require $390,000 to pay the claims 
already approved, and as we hope to pay them all 
off in twenty days the whole amouut should be in 
sight betore payments begin.

A LIVELY DISCUSSION 


In the South Carolina Legislature—Colonel 
Haskell the Central Figure. 

CotumsiA, 8. C., December 17.—[{Spe- 
ciail.|}—There was almost a personal 
collision in the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday. The Tillman administra- 
tion had introduced a bill tochange the system 
of county government. 

Colonel John C. Haskell, representative 
from Columbia, in discussing the bill, said 
that the administration was seeking to cen- 
tralize power in the hands of the governor. 
“It smacks,”’ said he ‘‘too clearly of certain 
administration measures, which last year, 
under the prostitution of high office, were 
rushed through this honse.’’ 

Colonel Haskel! then referred to Ropre- 
sentative John Gary Evans, of Aiken, as the 
“administration whip,” sayfhg he was “pe- 
culiarly suited by shape and appearance’”’ for 
“whipping in’’ the followers of the adminis- 
tration. He then launched out into a stinging 
excoriation of the administration, saying: ‘‘It 
looks as ifitis desired to make one voice all 
powerfuland one arm all potent in every 
province which by right belongs to the peo- 
ple.”’ He compared the present ad- 
ministration with the previous regime, 
saying that honest men who had placed 
the .state in the best condition it had 
ever been in had been foully slandered, and 
on the cry ef the demagogue dropped as un- 
profitable servants. And now, aiter twelve 
months of the Tillman administration, the 
state has lost $160,000 phosphate royalty and 
her bonds are below par. 

Mr. Evans, replying, said that he flung back 
in the teeth the insinuations of ‘this man,who 
speaks as the ass he is in the lion’s skin.” - 

Colonel Haskell retorted: ‘‘I will say that 
these opprobrious epithets must cease.”’ 

Evans then alluded to Colonel Haskell! as 
a wasp, which, when crushed, turned its tail 
with a deadly sting. Referring to the coming 
of the Tillmanites into power, he said that the 
people liad ‘whipped Haskell and his crowd 
from these halls, which should have been 
sacreds’’ He said Haske!l had attacked the 
chief executive, because the latter had struck 
at corporations in which Haskell was individ- 
ually interested. 

Colonel Haskell replied that this was abso- 
lutely false. He said that he would treat with 
contémpt the flings of ‘‘the youngster, who, in 
his wildest moments, would not attempt to 
substantiate what he had said.”” The speaker 
here interfered aud restored order. 


ON A TOUR OF INSPECTION,

at the Girls’ Industrial School. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 17.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Governor Northen and the ladies con- 
stituting the board of visitors of the board of 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
are here inspecting the college and its man- 
agement and -work. ‘The board consists of 
eleven prominent ladies, representing the 
eleven congressional districts, and were ap- 
pointed for this work by a special act of the 
last legislature. They spent the forenoon in- 
specting the several industrial departments of 
the school, which they found in full opera- 
tion, largely attended and doing splendid 
work. They were highly delighted with what 
they saw. 

The ladies then held a business meeting 
while the governor visited the ‘coliege dormi- 
tory, passing through* every room, from 
kitchen to parlor.

The company failed to pay the dis- 
charged negroes,as well as those who left, and 
the officers declined to state positively when 
they would receive their money. Today sixty of 
them engaged lawyers and prepared to enforce 
laborers’ liens. Part of their claim was paid 
this morning, after the company was informed 
that liens would be servedif the money was 
not forthcoming. The balance will be paid at 
once to avoid further trouble.

And Familiar Faces Leave the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad, 


TWO OF THE. OLD MEN OFF. 


Dick Hargis and J. C. Moore Have Been 
Fired—Who Will Suc 
ceed Them? 


The passenger conductor’s life on the 
Western and Atlantic railway appears to 
be a short one these days. 

But the exact cause for the brevity of 
life cannot be ascertained. 

Two, possibly three, more of the old men 
have been relieved from the. service of the 
road under the new management. 

They are Conductors Dick Hargis, J. C. 
Moore and George Ferguson. 

And they have‘all been working for the 
road for years. 

So many years, indeed, have they been 
there that the passenger trains between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga don’t look natural 
without them. 

And then, too, some peonvle say the trains 
don’t move just like they used to. 

Nevertheless, at least two of them have 
certainly been relegated to the retired list. 

And that, too, without pay. E 

Bat just now no one seems able, at least 
willing, to say why ’twas done. 

In all probability Conductor Hargis is one 
of the best known railroad men in the 
south. He is over six feet high and a man 
of magnificent physique. He has a pleasant, 
radiant face and a happy, genial disposition 
which attract all who meet him and 
make them his life-long friends. 

When the war began Dick Hargis 
was @ Bartow county boy, and 
shouldering his musket he went 
to the front. The end of the war 
found\ him a penniless man, but! his heart 
was not weak. Neither was his muscle. 
With a pick and shovel he began working 
on the road, and through all the grades 
of a section hand he moved. Then he be- 
gan braking on a freight train and 
years ago was given a passenger train. 

He soon became well known with the 
traveling public, and when an extra trip or 
an important run was to be made Dick 
Hargis was generally selected to make it. 

He was conductor on the train which 
brought President Clevelard to Atlanta. 

And he handled the Harrison presidential 
party. 

But he’s not in it now. 

Wednesday morning Conductor Hargis left 
Chattanooga for Atlanta with his regular 
train, never dreaming that it would be his last 
run. He reached Atlanta at 1:45 o’clock, and 
after dinner mingled with his friends. 

General Thoinas, of the road, was in the 
city, and, during the afternoon, caused a mes- 
sage to be carried to Conductor Hargis, which 
was a paralyzer. 

It was a suspension—some say a discharge. 

Just what caused the message has a rumor 
asanexplanation. That rumor declares that 
Conductor Hargis took seventeen drinks be- 
tween the time he reached Atlanta and 6 
o’clock in the evening. 

But it doesn’t assert that he was drank. 

Conductor Hargis denies the declaration and 
his friends say he has an even dozen good relia- 
ble witnesses to substantiate his denial. His 
friends say that he will fight the case and 
when it comes to trial establish his innocence, 

Conductor Moore has been with the road 
for years, too. He was discharged some time 
ago, but when Messrs. Dunn, Terrell and 
Warley were relieved several months ago, 
was given a train again. 

He was put on the slide the same day Con- 
ductor Hargis went off. 

The cause of Conductor Moore’s release 
cannot be ascertained, butit isopenly said that 
the Order of Railway Conductors is responsi- 
bie for it, as Conductor Moore is not a member 
of the order. 

About Conductor Ferguson’s release there is 
some doubt, but his name is mentioned in the 
list. 

Than George Ferguson no road ever had a 
more reliable man. 

Bob Stallings, a long-time freight conductor, 
has been given Mr. Hargis’s train. 


Mr. John Wiley takes Mr. Moore’s train. 
Bob Elliott is made extra conductor.

We print elsewhere an interesting: com- 
munication from Mr. Harry C. Brown, who 
is one of the most prominent aliiancemen in 
the state, As the editor of The Southern 
Alliance Farmer, Mr. Brown has been con- 
spicuous in every conservative movement of 
the order, and has resisted with rare firm- 
nessand ir telligence everything tending to 
promote ¢ treme views or radical action. 

His letti*r is one of advice to the alliance- 
men of Georgia, and his views are so sound 
that wec 1 mend them heartily to the con- 
sideration Sf our readers. THE CONSTITU- 
TION has frequently called attention to the 
injudiciou attacks that have been made on 
the alliand® by persons professing to repre- 
sent the dymocratic party. These . attacks 
have been‘out of all proportion to the neces- 
sities of the case, and they are calculated to 
hurt the very cause which they profess to 
serve. They seem, indeed, to be intended 
to bring about the very state of things which 
they protest against. 

Mr. Brown advises the alliancemen of

The Promise of the Sherman Silver 

| Law. 

During the last days of November the 
United Textile Workers’ Association, repre- 
senting the,entire textile trade of Great 
Britain, issued a manifesto in regard to the 
demonetization of silver, which, taken in 
connection With the utterances of Mr. 
Goschen, made about the same time, shows 
thatthe British people are at last able to see 
and appreciate the evils of a single money 
standard which is constantly appreciating in 
value—constantly enriching the creditor and 
constantly robbing the debtor. The mani- 


festo, which is signed by the representatives 


of every association of the textile trade in 
Great Britain, is as follows: 

The council of this association have for acon- 
siderable period given much attention to the 
effect upon the permanent interests of the textile 
industry of Great Britain of the demonetization 
of silver consequent upon the absence of a power 
of exchange between gold and silver moneys. 

The conclusion they come to, which has been 
much strengthened by the events of the last year, 
is that the prosperiiy of the trade in some 
branches, probably its very existence, is involved 
in the question, 

In the interest, therefore, of others employed in 
the textile industry, whom they represent, and 
whose well being the association has specially to 
safeguard, aclear duty is imposed upon them 
which they cannot and must not evade. 

That duty is to impress by every legitimate 
means in their power upon those who have to seek 
pariiamentary influence the imperative necessity 
of insisting that the government and parliament 
shall at once seriously grapple with the evils of 
our present monetary system, and take such im- 
mediate steps as shail insure the recognition of 
Silver as the stand.rl money throughout the 
British empire, and between this and other 
nations. Whatever other question of impor.ance 
may be before the country, the urgent need ot 
this reform demands that it shall be promptly 
dealt with. | 

It is pressed upon the council that they should, 
without loss of time, iniorm you that circum- 
tances connected with the well being of those 
employed in it, render it imperative that the 
whole force, politicul and moral, of the industrial 
classes of the country Shall be exercised to pro- 
mote it and earry it to a successful conclusion. 

We do not print the foregoing for the pur- 
pose of showing that there is any probability 
that Great Britain will change its financial 
policy, or for the ‘purpose of employing it as 
an argument in favor of free coinage in this 
country. In the nature of things, no fiaan- 
cial policy which Great Britian can suggest, 
plan or carry out can have any material 
bearing on th¢ financial policy of the United 
States. If th; British financiers were to de- 
monetize gold and make rams’ horns the 
standard of value, the fact would have no 
effect whatever onthe financial policy of 
this country. || A different-claim is made, of 
course, by tie -organs of the goldolators. 
British financ;al agents were not only active 
in securing {he demonetization of silver

here, but they’ have impressed the goldbug 
editors of th Porth and east that it is the 
duty of the” United States to imitate the 
financial polity of Great Britain. This, too, 
in the face ofthe fact that, though Great 
Britain demitgfetized silver in 1816, the 
United Statesretained the double standard 
until 1875, and, at the very moment when 
Jolin Sherman committed this crime (about 
which he lied most outrageously, as can be 
proven from the record), silver was at a 
slight premium over gold not only in this 
country, but in Europe. Since the United 
States, the great silver-producing nation, 


was betrayed into discrediting the white 


metal, the price has continyed to decline, 
interest has increased, and creditors have 
been enabled to rob debtors, 

We print the manifesto of the textile 
trades’ association of Great Britain for the 
purpose of calling attention once more to 
the fact that, however heartily any foreign 
nation may desire to reinstate silver as one 
of the money ‘Metals, it is restrained from 
attitude of the United 
States—by the law which John 


’ 
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was able to substitute for the senate free 
coinage bill in 1890. The financial law to 
which John Sherman puts his hand is sure 
to have fraud in if somewhere, He has 
thus far been able to outwit and deceive the 
shrewdest men of both parties. He did this 
in 1873 when the act of demonetization was 
up for consideration, and again in 1890 when 
he framed the present law. In 1873 he 
caused silver to be demonetized, and in 1890 
he succeeded in placing an insurmountable 
barrier in the way of any European nation 
which might be inclined to resume the free 
coinage. That barrier is the accumulation 
and storage by this government of the de- 
monetized and discredited silver bullion pro- 
duced by the American silver mines. In 
this accumulation of silver bullion ready to 
be dumped on the world’s markets is to be 
found the cause of the decline of silver, for 
the nations of Europe are preparing for the 
anevitable result of this accumulation and 
storage of silver. Unless the stored metal is 
remonetized there will come acrash which 
will shake the financial centers of the world.

HIS TALK WITH A CONSTITUTION MAN, 


He Describes the Speakership Contest. 
His Views About the Next Presi- 
dential Election. 


Congressman Livingstun came in last night 
on the Richmond and Danville railway, and at 
once went to the Markham house, where, ten 
minutes later, he was seen by a CONSTITUTION 
reporter. 

Colonel Livingston looks remarkably well, 
and the reporter remarked upon his robust ap- 
pearance. 

‘*I have been fairly well,” the congressman 
said; “yet the grip is prevalent in Washing- 
ton, and hundreds of people are down with it, 
Fortunately, I escaped. As a general thing the 
weather there-has been delightful.” 

‘How about the Crisp contest ?”’ 

*T have witnessed many contests in my 
time, but nothing that approached the speak- 
ership contest. You people in Atlanta so far 
removed fromthe theater of conflict have no 
conception of the fury of that contest. The 
rival candidates strove carnestly for the place, 
and they were backed by determined followers. 
At one time Crisp’s chances seemed desperate. 
He and his friends began to fear defeat, but 
his staunch supporters stuck together solidly 
and won accessions from the ranks of the 
other candidates. It was a splendid victory, 
meaning inuch more than is seen on the face 
of it.

RUSSIA’S BIG FAMINE. 


Forty Millions of People Are Involved 
Therein. 


From The New York Times. 


Famine always prevails in Russia to a 
greater or lesserextent. Sometimes its ray- 
ages arecontined tosing!e provinces; then itis 
known as the golodovka, or the little hunger, 
which is never absent from 
empire. 
inagnitude; then it is known as the golod, or 
the great hunger, sweeping over a vast region 
and arresting the gaze of the civilized worid 
by its colossal havoc. The presént famine 
belongs to the goiod variety, of which there 
have been eight visitations since the beginning 
of the century, and exceeds in extent and 
horror any predecessor of the last 300 years. 
its area stretches from Odessa, on the Biack 


| sea, to Tobolsk, in Siberia, a distance of 2,000

miles The thirty-five or forty millions of 
people that rest under its deadly shadows are 
in want of bread, and, in spite of the energetic 
efforts of the: government to respond to tibeir 
cali, their distress is constantiy increasing and 
must continue to increase until adequate aid 
or an abundant harvest comes to their relief. 
Whoie armies of starving beggars are on the 
march in search of food, and work. 
Suffering, Death, Murder and Suicide. 


The stories of individual suffering and 
death, of inurder and suicide, of frantic and 
fatal efforts to maintain life against the heay- 
iest odds, almost surpass betief. The Novoe 
Vremya tells one. ofaman and of his two 
children found dying in the streets. of 
Kiev. Restored for a moment one of the 
children attempted to explain the cause of 
their condition. ‘*‘We had nothing at all to 
eat,” she said, ‘‘and when we cried for bread 
father saia we should be better dead. He put 
some poison in the beer and gave it to my 
brother and myself, and then he drank the 
rest. We took it because father said we 
should never be hungry any more. My 
brother—”’ but she became unconscious again 
and soon died, with the unfinished tale upon 
her lips. The same paper relates another 
story that illustrates most vividiy the despera- 
tion of the starving. “‘One woman, a type of 
many,’ itsays, ‘maddened by the pangs of 
hunger, left her husband and sold herseif to 
an unmarried man, taking all the children 
with her to his house. ‘At least I shall have 
food,’ she said in defense of her course, ‘and it 
will be easier for ny husband to rub along for 
atime without such a charge as the young 
ones and myself.’’’ ) 

Heartrending Scenes Related by a Priest. 

In an article in The Volga Messenger a 
parish priest describes some of tie theart- 
rending scenes that are witnessed daily: 
‘*Many of my parishioners,’’ he says, *‘have had 
no bread for two or three weeks and are sus- 
taining life as best they mav on grass and the 
foliage of trees,’”’ Pigweed, the sale of which 
has enabled many an unscrupulous specu!ator 
to add tohis fortune, and the refuse left after 
the manufacture of linseed oil are also used 
for food. “During the space of two days,” 
says the priest again, ‘‘[ administered the last 
sacrament to sixteen persons dying of hunger.’ 

Does any one ask whats steps have been 
taken to mitigute this incalculable mass of 
human misery? The answer involves a dis- 
closure charac'teristicaily Russian. When the 
famine was loretold a yearago by the minis- 
ter of finance the clergy were the first to move 
against it—not with food and money, but with 
ali the prescribed prayers in the otticia! liturgy 
for such an occasion. These failing, the ignorant 
and saperstitious peasants resorted to their 
time-honored plan to.meet the threatened 
crisis. They unearthed the bodies of drunk- 
ards and threw them into rivers, lakes, and 
ponds in the pious belief that it would open, 
the fountains of heaven and drench the 
thirsty fields with copious showers, But their 
efforts also failed. 

Futile Efforts of the Government. 

The government likewise took a hand in the 
pressing work of checking the invasion of 
hunger, and while it displayed more wisdom 
than the peasants it did more harm than they. 
It prohibited the export of rye, but not until

Private philanthropy, 
which hus been appealed to with such meager 
results that the government has been obliged 
to coerce it into contributions, has-been quite 
as heartless. In one instance Jand-owners Te- 
fused to permit the live stock of the peasants 
who had nothing to feed them, to graze in 
their forests, but as the peasants disregarded 
their wishes they purchased a number of 
large and _ ferocious and turned 
them loose. The Novoe Vremya, which 
tells the story, adds that ‘no cow,sheep, or 
horse that enters the wood ever leaves it 
again—them bears tear them ruthlessly to 


pieces.”’ a 
POLITICAL NOT PARTISAN. 


EpITOR CoNsTITUTION—Very many of the par- 
tisan politicians in Georgia, and indeed in other 
states also, have been endeavoring for some time 
to drive the Farmers’ Alliance into a partisan po- 
litical movement.

AN INJUNCTION 1S SERVED 


Against the Savannah Soap Works Because 
of an Infringement of Trade Mark. 


An injunction suit of great interest was 
brought before Judge Speerin chambers last 
Monday at Savannah. 

It will involve the Georgia soap works, it is 
said, and will come into the federal court here. 

It was served by James Armstrong & Co., of 
Baltimore, against the Savannah soap works, 
and charges the infringement of certain brands 
of soap and trade marks. 

The suit was brought by W. G. Webb, 
general manager of the Armstrong company 
for the south; William Hone, president of the 
Savannah soap works, and the board of direc- 
tors were named as defendants. William G. 
Henderson, a patent lawyer of Washington, 
D. C., argued the case. 

The story of the case as recited is that Arm- 
strong & Co. in 1884 trade marked the shape 
ofacake of laundry soap, representing two 
horse shoes with their heelstogether. A large 
outlay was made to advertise the brand, until 
there was a great demand for it through 
Georgia and Alabama. Then the Savannah 
soap works began using the same shape and 
trade marks, thereby enjoying the reputation 
earned by Armstrong & Co. 

After considering the case carefully, Judge 
Speer passed the following order: 

“It is ordered that the defendants and each 
of them show cause on January 11, 1892, un- 
less sooner ordered by the court, why a writ 
of injunction should not be issued as prayed 
for, and meanwhiie a temporary injunction 
is granted restraining each of the defendants 
from aftixing to soap by impression on same 
or by means of labels or wrappers or other- 
wise imparting or associating with the repre- 
sentations two horseshoes with the heels to- 
gether, or the use of the words ‘Racket,’ 
‘Bracket,’ ‘Rocket,’ or any other trade mark 
or word substantially the same as the two 
horseshoes or the word ‘Racket,’ secured to 
com plainant.”’ 

Meanwhile Armstrong & Co. propose to 
hold all persons making further sales of these 
soaps to account for damages. 

This suit is the first and largest of its kind 
ever carried to Savannah. Armstrong & Co. 
will likely instigate a suit for damages against 
the Savannah soap works if successful in se- 
curing a permaneut injunction.

Granted to a Negro Twenty-Four Hours 
Before He Was to Be Hanged, 


HARD WORK OF HIS LAWYER SAVED HIM. 


Other Happenings About the Capitol—The 
Buildingand Loan Associations. 
Three Resignations, 


Williani McCoy, a negro, was to have been 
hanged in Liberty county at 12 o’clock today. 
The people of Liberty county were fally ex- 


pecting to see him swing iuto eternity, but 


they will be disappointed. 

The governor, from south Georgia, stepped 
between McCoy and the gallows, and its 
victim will be safe fora few weeks at least. 
His neck was saved only by a hair's breadth. 
Wednesday those who felt any interest In the 
condemned negro, and ‘they were few, had 
given up all hope, and resigried themselves to 
secing the negro suffer execution. 

His attorney, Colone! Ben A. Way, was the 
only man who still believed that there was 
hope. There was no time for getting up a 
petition. In favt, very {pw signers could 
be obtained for such a petijion. But Colonel 
Way belioved that if he sould present t e 
case to the governor ashe knew it to be, the 
necro’s life might be saved... , 

Hie had been appointed |\s attorney to de- 
feud McCoy, McCoy not bejag able to employ 
an attorney, and having n¢‘ friends to assist 
him. Coionel Way was 4 pointed about 4 
o'clock ono afternoon.'+ The following 
morning at 8 o’clock MgéCoy was found 
guilty of murder, *@nd sentenced 
to be hanged December 18, 2991. Colone! Way 
had made a motion for apg as he 
wanted to getup other -evidence, but it was 
overruled, and the trial préceedod with the 
result stated. - 

On Monday last the lawyef came in posses- 
sion of evidence which he béjieved if heard in 
court wou!d acquit his clients 

He determined to save McCoy’s neck if 
possible. | 

Wednesday night he left his home for At- 
Janta, and arrived here yesterday morning. 
He went at once to the governor’s office, but 
the governor was absent. 

He then went before Judge Logan E. 
Bleckley, of the supreme court, and made affi- 
davit to the facts in his possession. 

His affidavit was immediately communi- 
cated to the governor. Acting upon it, 
Governor Northen granted McCoy a respite 
until January 8, 1892. 

In the meantime Colonel Way hopes to ob- 
tain a new trial for his client on the ground of 
the discovery of new evidence. If 
the new evidence which has just 
been discovered by Co'onel Way can 
be produced in court it will, no doubt, result in 
a much lighter sentence for McCoy, if not his 
acquittal. 

The Loan Associations. 

Today is the last day of grace for the build- 
ing and loan associations. | 

If those that have not already complied 
with the law do not come up today their 
charters will be forfeited, and they can do no 
more business in this state, unless they pay 
$25 per day for the privilege. ~ 

It now appears that quite a number of com- 
panies will go out. 

The law was eS by the last legislature, 
and requires al) building and loan associations 
doing business in Georgia and other states, or 
state, to deposit with the state treasurer 75 per 
cent of their total assets before December 18, 
1891. Companies failing in this forfeited their 
charters. 

The original object of the law was to require 
such a deposit so as to secure investors against 
loss. In the house several amendments were 
added. | 

This law only refers to foreign companies, 
and companies doing business! only in Georgia 
are not required to make such a deposit. The 
former claims that the law operates against 
them and in favor of the latter, 

So far only seven companies have made the 
deposit. They are the Southern Home Loan 
and Building Association, of Atlanta; the 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan Associa-

and Loan Association: Equita-

Storage and Demurrage Charges. 


The railroad commission yesterday issued a 
very important circular governing storage and 
demurrage charges. Some time ago the 
freight agents of several Georgia roads went 
before the commission and ey their rules 
on storage and demurrage. 6 commission 
took these under advisement, and made rules 
to — all the roads. 

ailroad companies 
notice, by mail or otherwise, to consignees 
of the arrival of goods, according to the 
following rules: All package freight un- 
loaded in depot which is not removed 
Within forty-eight hours, not inciuding Sun- 
days and legal holidays, may be subjected toa 
charge for storage for each day that it remains 
as follows: In less than ¢carload quantities 
not more than one cent per 100 pounds per 
day. In carload quantities not more than 10 
cents per ton per day. Loaded cars that are to 
be unloaded by consignee, which are not un- 
loaded within forty-eight hours, may be sub- 
jected toacharge of $1 _ car for each day 
that it remains unloaded. Consignees more 
than five miles from the depot shall not be 
subjected to storage or demurrage charges until 
& sufficient time has elapsed, after notice, for 
said consignee to have removed the goods.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, Decemijer 17.— The stock market today 
was again stubborniy strong, with only a moderate 
volume of business, and activity and interest were still 
confined principally to less than a dozen of the more 
prominent stocks. The outside centers contributed 
their quota toward making the strength of the market, 
end while Chicago took Grangers in liberal quantities, 
Philadelphia was interested in Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred and Coalers, and Boston purchased Burlington 
and others of its favorites.

Selling did not 
assume yery large proj prtions and before noon the 
liquidation was over, wien full and free recovery oc- 
curred in Chicago Gai, accompanied by material 
upward movements in’gome of the leading railroad 
shares.

This rapid falling off in the East India movement is 
entirely ignored in the attention that is concentrated 
upon the American receipts, but the subtraction that 
is being effected from the total supply is none the less 
for that. The total shipments of East India cotton to 
Europe since January 1 are 391,000 bales short of last 
year. The exports from America since September 1 are 
100,000 bales over last year, notwithstanding the ac- 
counts of poor European trade so generally received. 
Cables this morning from Liverpool say that cotton is 
passing into the hands of moneyed investors. Much talk 
is being made of the burdensome surplus, but the 
world’s power of investment absorption, if confidence 
in the article exists, is far in excess of the value of the 
surplus. The capitalization of three important rail- 
way systems in this country exceeds the total value of 
this year’s cotton crop, and yet the market for good 
securities is not glutted or depressed; instead there is 
a good demand for everything promising a fair return. 


So it would be for cotton if receipts would but fall off: 


to a point that would give us any determination of the 
supply. Liverpool opened this morning at about last 
night’s figures. Spinners bought 12,000 bales on the 
Spot, and the early view of the market appeared rath- 
er more encouraging.

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A MERTING CALLED 


To Devise a Plan for the Reduction of 
the Cotton Acreage 


TO BE HELD IN MONTGOMERY JANUARY 6, 


Great Interest Felt in the Matter—The 
Correspondence Between the Agri- 
cultural Commissioners. 


The question of reducing the cotton acreage 
has never been so much discussed as now. 

For the last few months the heads of the 
agricultural bureaus of the cotton growing 
states have been agitating the question with 
the hope of hitting upon some remedy for the 
evil. 

Out of this discussion some practical results 


have come. 

There will be a convention composed of rep- 
resentatives from the cotton-growing states in 
Montgomery on January 6, 1892. 

The letters of Commissioners R. T. Nesbitt, 
of Georgia; Hector D. Lane, of Alabama, and 
D. G. Godwin, of Tennessee, on this mooted 
question have been widely pub ished, and have 
been productive of! a new interest in the mat- 
ter of reducing the cotton acreage. 

The following letter in regard to the matter 
was received by Commissioner Nesbitt yester- 
day: 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., December 14, 1891.—Hon. 
R. T. Nesbitt, Atlant:, Ga. Dear Sir: As has been 
suggested by Hon. J). G. Godwin, conmissioner 
of agriculture of Tennessee,and myrelf, I desire 
to reiterate the sentiments expressed ib his letter, 
which contorm to my own views recently pub- 
lished, of the importance of calling a convention 
of the farmers of the cotton-growing states for 
the purpose of eonsidering the expediency and 
practicability of decreasing the acreage of cotton 
inthe south. It is unnecessary for me to elabor- 
ate orgointo details of the cause of the present 
depressed agricultural interest of the cotton belt, 
since it seems to be an indisputable fact that all 
things point to overproduction of cotton. Being 
deeply impressed with the conviction that this 
demand is most imperative and that action ought 
not to be delayed, I respectfully ask your imme- 
diate consideration, and through you that of the 
cotton growers, of this subject,and the urgent 
necessity of au early meeting forthe purpose of 
discussing and, if possible, arriving at some con- 
ciusion that will accomplish the desired result. 

in the absence of suggestions as to the place of 
meeting, I name the city of Montgomery, Aila., as 
the most suitable, being in the center of the cot- 
ton belt, and Wednesday, the 6th dav of January, 
1892, as the time ot meeting here in convention. 
Shou'd it not be convenient for you to be present 
in person, then I would suggest that you send a’ 
representative, as a large attendance of cotton 
growers is earnestly desired at this meeting. 
lfoping that you appreciate the necessity of this 
action, and respectfully requesting that prompt 
steps be taken by publication, and soliciting an 
early response, | remain, yours very truly,

The following letter was also received from 
Commissioner Godwin, of Tennessee: 

How, R. T. NESBITT, COMMISSIONER OF AGRICUL- 
TURE, ATLANTA, Ga. Dear Sir: I acknuwledge 
with pleasure the receipt of your valued f avor of 
the 3d instant, in regard to the proposed move- 
ment to reduce the acreage of cotton. It affords 
me real pleasure to note that you arein hearty 
Sympathy with the effort, and that your co-opera- 
tion 1s promised. I am aware that it is a difiiculs 
undertaking and one that will require the com- 
bined wisdom of our most advanced agricultur- 
ists toaccomplish. I have received replies to my 
letter of November 27th from nearly all the com- 
missioners of the cotton states, all of. whom as- 
sure me that the idea has their hearty endorse- 
ment, and these replies, together with 
approving words, from some of our. best 
farmers, encourage me to believe that the 
time is ripe for action, and that if we move in com- 
bined strength and take such action as will bring 
the matter prominently before the public in the 
proper light, success w.llcrown our efforts and 
great good will result to our farmers. The many 
valuable suggestions contained in your letter are 
in exact accord with my views and I appreciate 
then we As you have well said, in a multitude 
of council there is wisdom, and as the opinion 
seems to be prevalent that action should be taken 
at once or as s00n as possible in order to be in time 
for the next year’s crop, I take the liberty to sug- 
gest that a meeting ol the commissioners of the 
several cotton states be called to meet on January 
8th to discuss the question’in all its bearings, and 
in their wisdom to take such action as may ap- 
pear to them to be best calculated to bring about 
the desired end. I would further sucecst that 
Meuiphis, Tenn., be selected as the piace of meet- 
ing, this point being, in my opinion, the most 
readily accessible to all concerned. I would be 
pleased to hear {from you at your earliest conven- 
fence in regard to the above suggestions, and if 
they meet the approval of the majority of the 
commissioners I wiil wire you immediately when 
the fact is ascertained. Yours-very truly,

CIRCULAR NO. 203. 


Rules Governing Storage and Demurrage 
Charges. 


\ Commissionera 


Pursuant to an Act of the Legislature, approved 
October 17, 1891, the Commission have adopted the 
following rules and reguiations upon the subject 
of storage and demurrage : 


RvuuE No. 1. 


Railroad companies shall give prompt notice by 
mail or otherwise to tle consignees ot the arrival 
of goods, and that storage or demurrage charyes 
will be aseessed if not rewoved in conformity with 
the following regulations, and upon failure of said 
railroad to give said notice, no storage or demur- 
rage charges shail be allowed. 


Ruve No. 2. 


All package freight unloaded in depot or ware- 
house which is not removed by theowners thereof 
from the custody of the railroad company within 
forty-eight (48) hours (not including Sundays or 
legal holidays), computed from 10 o'clock a. m. of 
the day following the day of arrival, may be sub- 
jected thereafter to a charge for storage for each 
day or fraction of a day that it nay reinainin the 
custody of the railroad company, as follows: 

Ln less than carload quantities, not more than 
1 cent per 100 pounds per day. 

In carload quantities, not more than ten (10) 
cents per ton ul two thousand (2,000) pounds per 


day. 
Revs No. 3. 


“ Loeadedc ars which, by Rule No. 13 of the Coin- 


mission, or by consent and agreement between the 
railroad and consignee that are to be unloaded by 
consignee, such as Bulk Meat, Bulk Grain, Hay, 
Cotton Seed, Lumber, Lime, Coal, Coke, Sand, 
Krick, Stone and Wood, which are not unloaded 
from the cars containing them within torty-eight 
hours (not incinding Sundays or legal holid»y ), 
cemputed from 10 o’ciock a. m. of the day tollow- 
ing the day of arrival, may be subjected thereaiter 
to a charge of demurrage of $1 per car for each 
day or iraction of a day that said car or cars 
remain unloaded in the possession of the railroad 
company ; it being understood that said car or 
cars, are to BE PLACED and remain accessible to 
the consignee for the pur of unloading during 
the period in which held free of demurrage, ond 
that when the period of such demurrage charge 
commences they are to remain accessible to- the 
consignee for unloading purposes. 


Rue No. 4. 


Consignees more than five miles, from the depot, 
Shall not be subjected to storage or demur 
charges allowed in the above ruilcs, until a suffi- 
cient time has elapsed, after notice, for said con- 
signee to have removed said goods, by the exer- 
cise of ordinary diligence. 


Rue No. 5. 


Railroad companies are authorized to store such 
property in public warehouses at the expense of 
owner, if same is not removed before demurrage 
charges attach. 

Rue No, 6. 


When any railroad company -fails to deliver 
freignts at the depot or to place loaded cars at an 
accessible place for unloading within forty-eight 
hours (not including Sundays or legal holidays), 
computed from 10 o'clock the day after the val 
of the same, the shipper or consignee shall be paid 
$1 per day for each day said delivery is so delayed.
